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Admission and Enrollment 

Students will be admitted to the first year of the High 
School on furnishing evidence of having completed the ele- 
mentary school work. Applicants for advanced standing 
must present evidence of the satisfactory completion of all 
the studies of the classes below that one which they wish to 
enter. 

Each student shall, upon entrance, fill out a registration 
card and choose the course and studies which he desires to 
take. All students must take the regular course of studies 
chosen, but advanced subjects and subjects in other courses 
may be taken with the consent of the Principal, if they do 
not conflict with the regular schedule. 

Promotion and Graduation 

The passing grade in any subject is seventy. No student 
shall be advanced to any higher class who has not obtained 
the average rank of seventy in three-quarters of the sub- 
jects of the previous year. This average rank is obtained by 
counting the class room work as two-thirds and the exam- 
ination as one-third. 

In order to graduate, a pupil must have sixteen points to 
his credit and must have been in regular attendance at least 
one school year. A credit of one point toward graduation is 
given for the successful completion of a single subject, or 
relative subjects covering the period of one year. 

The graduation honors are as follows: — The pupil hav- 
ing the highest rank in the class is appointed Valedictorian, 
the one having the second highest rank is appointed Saluta- 
torian. All pupils maintaining an average of ninety per-ccnt 
or over are graduated with honors. 

College Preparation 

Special advantages are offered those pupils who desire to 
enter College. Any one who completes either of the courses 
designed for college preparation, will have no difficulty in 
gaining admission to institutions of higher learning or of 
maintaining a creditable standing in them thereafter. 

The West Rutland High School is on the accredited list 
of the New England College Entrance Certificate Board. And 
its graduates, who have maintained an average grade of at 
least eighty per-cent during their high school course, may 
obtain the Principal's certificate, which will admit them to 
any of the New England Colleges, that accept students up- 
on certificate. 
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Co-operation 

To mantain a high standard, the faculty depend on the 
co-operation of the parents in promoting the interests of their 
children. It is necessary for each pupil to spend at least two 
hours each day in study outside the regular school session, in 
order to successfully complete the work of the school. And 
all parents are urged to see that their children have this op- 
portunity for home study. Parents are cordially invited and 
urged to visit the school at any time and see for themselves 
the work of their children. 

Library 

The school has a small library of its own, situated in the 
assembly hall of the high school building, containing a com- 
plete set of encyclopaedias and many books of reference. In 
addition to this the pupils have free access to and the benefit 
of a well chosen collection of books in the town library, which 
is situated near the High School building. It contains many 
valuable reference books, books of biography and history ;is 
well as many books of the best fiction and the leading maga- 
zines.

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Courses of Instruction 



The High School otters three courses of study, the College 
Preparatory, the General and the Commercial. The first two 
courses aim to give the pupil a general education and to pie- 
pare him for College. The latter course gives the pupil a thor- 
ough and well rounded training in stenography, typewriting 
and business methods. One who has satisfactorily completed 
this course is amply fitted to fill a position in the business 
world. 

History 

First year. Vermont History. A protrayal of the social, 
economical and political development of our own state, with 
special emphasis on local history and government. Commun- 
ity civics. 

Second year. Ancient and Medieval History. A thorough 
study of the life, customs and political development of the an- 
cient and medieval world, together with an intensive compaii- 
son of their political and economic problems with those of the 
present day. Map books required. 

Third year. The Modern World from 1650. This course 
is a continuation of the second year course and lays special 
emphasis on political, social and economic problems showing 
progress toward world democracy. 

Fourth year. American History. An intensive study of 
the history of the United States, emphasizing the political and 
economical problems. Current events daily. 

Fourth year. Civics. A sound and systematic instruction 
in Civil Government with the primary aim of establishing pol- 
itical ideals and notions of civic morality. 

English 

First year. Review of* grammar, pronounciation, oral and 
written composition, study of the simple classics. 

Second year. Continuation of work done in first year Eng- 
lish with additional emphasis placed on form and good ex- 
pression. Study of more difficult classics. 

Third year. Study of American Literature with classics 
based upon it, oral and written composition, and versification. 

Fourth year. Study of English Literature with classics 
rased upon it, oral and written composition, figures of speech 
.nd other devises which tend to the appreciation of literature.

First year. Pronounciation of Latin. Careful study of 
words, forms, and constructions.

Prose based 
on review of work, covered in preceding courses. Study of 
scansion. Roman life and myths. Selected material for trans- 
lation. 

French 

Second year. Direct method used, in connection with 
Mira's Book I-II. Careful study of words, forms, and con- 
structions in French Dictation, story writing and translation 
of English sentences emphasized, Petits Contes de France, and 
Les journaux simples used. 

Third year. Grammatical review in French. Advanced 
study of constructions, conversation, pronounciation, and 
English paragraphs. Readers: — L'abbe Constantine, Sans 
Famille, Columba and Le voyage de Monsieur Perrichon. 

Fourth year. French conversation developed. Lives of 
prominent French writers, with productions suitable for 
students. Borel's French Grammar used, and rules applied to 
English themes. French books: — Tartarin de Tarascon. La 
Tulipe Noire. Madame Therese, and Les Oberle. 

Mathematics 

First year. Algebra. The fundamentals are studied thru 
simple simultaneous equations. 

Second year. Plane Geometry. Study of the elements of 
Plane Geometry. Supplemented by original work of the 
students. 

Third year. Solid Geometry. Study of the most import- 
ant propositions, includes original work of the students. 
Emphasis is placed on the formulas studied in this work. 

Fourth year. Arithmetic. A thorough review of elemen- 
tary arithmetic with special emphasis on practical every day 
problems.

Second year. Commercial Arithmetic. Practical work in 
Business Arithmetic which includes intensive drill in practical 
exercises in Rapid Calculation. 

Second year. Business English. Review of all gramma r 
work. Practice in business letter writing. A s f udy of business 
practice. 

Second year. Typewriting. Principal parts of typewriter 
and use of each. Keyboard drill. Alphabetical sentence prac- 
tice and the writing of simple business letters. Accuracy and 
speed tests. A speed of twenty-five words per minute re- 
quired. 

Third year. Bookkeeping. Thorough study of funda- 
mental principles and use of business forms. Introductory of- 
fice practice. 

Third year. Stenography. Complete study of shorthand 
principles. Dictation exercises. Transcription of business 
letters and articles. A speed of sixty words per minute re- 
quired. 

Third year. Typewriting. Practice in cleaning and car- 
ing for machine. Typing of business letters and forms. Ex- 
ercises to stimulate accuracy and speed. A speed of forty 
words per minute required. 
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Fourth year. Bookkeeping. A review of principles and 
business forms. Advanced work in office practice, requiring 
each pupil to take full charge of the office work. Special 
work in Banking. 

Fourth year. Stenography. Review of principles. 
Transcription of more difficult business letters and articles. 
Speed of one hundred words per minute required. 

Fourth year. Typewriting. Copy work. Advanced speed 
work. Transcription. Thorough course in Office Training. 
Much time is devoted to typing and office work for towns- 
people. 

Mechanical Drawing 

Second year. Selection and use of Instruments, applied 
geometry, lettering, authographic projection, developed sin- 
faces and intersections, working drawings. 



Domestic Science 

First year. Cooking. This course gives a fundamental 
knowledge of the principles and processes used in the prepara- 
tion of food. Food composition and combination is studied in 
connection with serving meals in the home. Breakfast and 
luncheon menues are planned and served in the laboratory. 

Second year. Cookery. Continuation of first year in- 
cluding more advanced work in the methods of food prepar- 
ation. Table service is studied in connection with serving 
dinners, especially family-service. In planning meals special 
emphasis is placed on nutritive value and cost. During the 
year the class serves dinner to guests. 

Third year. Sewing. This course includes both hand and 
machine work in the making of under-garments and outside 
garments as aprons, middy blouse and a simple cotton dress. 
A comparison is made with ready-to-wear garments as to ma- 
terial, durability, design and cost. Commercial patterns are 
used. Brief study is made of textiles. 

Fourth year. House Management. How to work effi- 
ciently in the home, application of scientific principles and 
apportionment of time in the household. Expenditure of in- 
come. Planning a model home with wall elevations of differ- 
ent types of rooms to show color schemes and furnishings. 
Designing of the costume for different individuals is taken up 
last part of the year.

First year. Rudiments of Music. The course includes no- 
tation, simple rhythm and pitch, signatures and scales, princi- 
pal signs and terms. Chorus singing. 

Second year. Introductory Harmony. A continuation of 
the first year work with more advanced notation, intervals 
and triads, together with chord construction and ear training. 



Awards 

Declamation Prizes. Three prizes are offered this year; 
a first prize of $10. a second of $5 and a third of $3. This 
contest is open to any member of the High School and will 
take place the latter part of the year. 

Junior Cups: This year two loving cups will be awarded 
to two members of the Junior class, one to a boy and one to 
a girl. The winners must have attained high rank in schol- 
arship, taken part in no insubordination and have been ac- 
tive in high school activities outside the class room. 

Senior Essays. Prizes of $3, $2 and $1 are given to the 
three Seniors submitting the best essays at the end of the 
year. An original essay is required of every Senior as one 
condition of graduation. 



Hiu-h School Activities 

Believing that the High School students' training does not 
end with the class room, various outside activities are recog- 
nized Jind encouraged, in order to give the pupil as broad an 
education as possible. Parents and friends may rest assured 
however, that no branch of these activities will be allowed to 
interfere with the school work. 

The different activities are clas.M-d under four heads — ■ 
Athletic, Literary, Musical and Social. 

Athletic teams are maintained by the West Rutland High 
School Athletic Association and are under the direct supervi- 
sion of the Principal. Students are encouraged to enter all 
sports and it is the aim of the school to give all an incentive 
toward out-of-door exercise. All contests with other schools 
are played under the rules of eligibility adopted by the 
"Headmasters' Club of the State of Vermont." No pupil will 
be allowed to play on the school team who does not maintain 
a passing grade in his studies.
